too long. 

Still, twenty centuries or any con- 
siderable part of them is too long a 
time to wait for the climate to swing 
back to normal again, and if in the 
meantime it would be a great contri- 
bution to public comfort hereabouts 
if the streets-and sidewalks could be 
wind proffed. An application of oil 
on the unpaved streets each. spring 
cand at fairly long intervals’ thereafter 
would be an innovation that would 
abundantly justify the cost, and’ some 
sort of binder on the cinder walks 
boon. It wouldn’t matter quite 50 | 
much then. if the weather was: more 
or les swindy. As it is now, it matters 
tremendously.—Journal. 


Good Roads and 
Highways 

The origin of roads occurred at the 
same time #s the creation of animal | 
life on Jand. Beasts and primitive 
men used paths, Civilization required | 
better roads. Upon the advent of! 
wheels and pulled loads, roads began 
to improve. The recent invention of 
the automobile gave a tremendous, im- 
petus to good’ road construction and 
highway improvement. 

A good road is ideal for at least one 
kind of traffic. A path is sufficient 
for a few aboriginal men. When it 
is used by more men and for horse 
drawn traffic it’ becomes a ‘bad road. 
A wagon road is inadequate for auto- 
mobiles or trucks. A good road must 
be able to withstand more than the 
existing traffic. The best road is per- 
manently idtal for all kinds of traffic. 
Proper surveying, drainage, roadbed, | 
and wearing surface are the funda- 
mentils of good highway construction, 
Economy demands highways with low 
grades und few curves. High grades | 
cause waste of energy and needless 
uccidents. Increased mileage and ac- 
cidents are also results of curves, 
Only a good road ean withstand the 
ravages of weather and modern trans- 
portation. The pitch of a good road 
is sufficient to drain the water into 
ditches. Soggy roads in the spring | 
and muddy roads in the summer are 
the results of, poor drainage. The! 
culverts and bridges of a good high- 
way are as durable as the rest of the 
road system. Poor construction here 
means a disrupting of the whole ser- 
vice while) these very necessary de- 
tails are repaired. The roadbed yields 
not. to traffic, Resilience cause ex- 
cessive cost per ton mileage, The fin- 
ished road presents a hard smooth sur: 
face. A bumpy road causes’ maxi- 
mum-wear on the vehicle and the pas- 
songers.

ALTASWEDE 
RED CLOVER 


Professor G. H. Cutler, of the de- 
partment of field husbandry, of the 
university of Alberta ,ig about to is- 
sue a bulletin on this legume crop, 
which should be of interest to all far- 
The days of upland hay: are 
almost over, as the vacant adjacent 
hay quarters ‘in settled locatities ave 
being rapidly brought into cultivation, 
or utilized as pastnre. 

Green feed- and timothy are old 
standbys which do not exactly fulfill 
a stockman’s roughage requirements, 
while they are a drain upon the land 
which raises them. Hence all. practi- 
cal farmers will welcome a crop which 
will alike benefit their herds and fields 
alike, while costing less in time ‘and 


oe 


_labor to produce. 


Those desirous of obtaining this cir- 
cular should write to Professor Cutler 
at the university. In March 1920 un 
account was published of flow the de- 
partment of field husbandry had pro- 
duced 53 pounds of a hardy red clover 
seed, which Dean Howes had Introduc- 
ed from the dominion experimental 
farm at Ottawa. It is noteworthy 
that Dean Howes was the first man, 
to rightly appraise this discovery ati 
its true worth, and to give encourage- 
ment by seeding it in the university 
experimental plots. In this Issue is 
given a record of its evolution during 
the subsequent months, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that instead of 33 
pounds there are now 300 pounds on 
hand, This record Is surpassed by 
that of Mr. William Chalmers, a far- 
mer residing near Edmonton, who in 
1918 secured a small quantity of seed 
from the university and is now ihe 
happy possessor of 1000 pounds of Al- 
taswede Clover seed, this yield doing” 
at the rate of 200 pounds per acre, It 
will be remembered that) Professor 
Cutler took over this experimental 
work on this leguine from Dean towes 
when he arrived in 1917, and has since 
given it his constant attention and 
care. This work of development has 
been steadily followed up and at tart 
results have been obtained which al- 
low definite statements to be made re- 
garding its treatment and value as a 
crop, . 

Altaswede fs palatable an dreadily 
eaten by all stock at the first oppor- 
tunity, and it can be fed as hay cr 
ensilage, 

This clover can be grown profitably 
for seed. The roots do not winter-kill 
but necd at least an annual rainfall 
of 18 inches to really thrive. The fer: 
tilization value of this legume should 
not be overlooked, Clover prefers a 
good rich slightly alkaline soil, On 
slightly acid soils the stand has been 
observed to be somewhat Jess than 
in other parts of a field, which are 


favorable seeding time: is: from. the ” 

28th of May to the middle. of June, in 

order to catch the spring, rains and. to. 

avoid the danger. of the plants. head- 

ing out In their first year, which) will 
weaken: their- vitality.. 

The ripening period js, around the 
20th of.August.

If the clover is cut for hay, a. good 
growth of aftermath results which af- 
fords ‘excellent pasture; but “if cut 
for seed, the lateness of the season 
prevents a possible subsequent growth 
from being of any value.

This characteristic 
coupled with its other favorable fea- 
tures make it an important factor in 
a rotation scheme. 


Mr. Chalmers suggests limiting the’ nai ,damage during the last summer, 
As was forecast at the time, has proved 


growth cf: Altaswede to three years, 
in a seveu year rotation plan, in con- 
junction with wheat, oats, burley and 
potatoes. 

During the first year no yield is 
harvested, but in the second season 
cither a seedr hay crop ‘can be cut, 
which operation can be repreated an- 
nually for thre years more. 

In a few years time the value of 
this clover crop will be sufficient to 
defray the total cost of erection and 
annual maintenance of the college of 
agriculture. The following example 
illustrates this contention: 

“It is now estimated that about 96 
per cent of all the barley which is 
grown in Ontario belongs to the Mand- 
scheuri or the 0.A.C. No, 21 varieties. 
According to the report of the bureau 
of indusirles‘for Ontario the yield of 
barley per acre for the past sixteen 
years as compared with the sixteen 
years previous has had an increase of 
about 23 per cent. This increase in 


yield per acre throughout Ontario for : 


the last period as compared with the 
first period of sixteen years would 
amount to about thirty-five million 
dollars, or sufficient to maintain the 
Ontario Agriculture Colleg at its pres- 
ent cost of maintenance for approxi- 
mately one hundred and ninety years” 

A farsighted and painstaking man 
has produced 1,000 pounds from an 
ounce of valuable seed, which being 
translated into dollars and cents 
means that he will make a lot of 
money. To make this money he has 
only put aside six acres of land. There 
is nothing to prevent him expanding 
his enterprise indefinitely, and at the 
same time there is nothing to prevent 
any other ambitious and hard work- 
ing farmer from visiting the college of 
agriculture to find out if he can make 
a few thousand dollars.as simply and 
as quickly by questioning the experts 
who are working on. these subjects 
and who dre ‘often augmenting the in- 
come of some practical farmer who is 
willing to commercialize the results 
of thei rcompleted and tested experi- 
ments.
